Dr. O'Donnell negotiates a 
three and a half year contract

Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell has 
negotiated a three and a half year 
contract with the Wilmington 
School Committee with a yearly 
salary less than the $75,000 
advertised. She will take over her 
new duties as superintendent of 
schools no later than January 13, 
according to school committee 
Chairman Bab Peterson. 

The school board went into 
executive session last Wednesday to 
decide on the terms of Dr. 
O'Donnell's contract. However, 
members did not return to open 
session to approve the contract 
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because Dr. O'Donnell had yet to 
resign from her present job as 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Haverhill Schools. 

Peterson would not elaborate 
further on the salary or other 
terms of the agreement, but he did 
say the board decided on an extra 
six months because Dr. O'Donnell 
would be starting in the middle of 
the year and not June 30 as is the 
norm. 

Peterson was enthusiastic about 
the new superintendent saying, "I 
think she's going to make her mask 
as soon as she gets on board, If she 
falls on her face I'll just quit, that's 
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how convinced I am." He went on 
to add "from now on you're going 
to see a difference in the way the 
committce operates.” 

Peterson said the new administra- 
tor has experience with involving 
local businesses in the school 
system and is a "big proponent" of 
early childhood education. 

The chairman noted that it's been 
a long time since an "outsider" was 
superintendent of schools and he 
predicted Dr, O'Donnell would be 
"educationally oriented" and not 
involve herself with local politics. 

“Her motives won't be 
questioned. I hope she'll be here a 
very long time,” Peterson said in 
summation,

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Chief Stewart responds 
to "misleading" news article 


(Press release written by 
Chief Bobby N. Stewart) 

The Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment responded to the article 
printed in the Lowell Sun on 
Thursday, December 17, 1992, 
headlined, "Police Chief says 
Board Members Didn't Leak 
Sexual Assault details." 

Chief Bobby N. Stewart, ex- 
pressed his outrage that the Sun 
correspondent and School Com- 
mittee members Linda McMenimen 
and Shirley Callan have drawn the 
Police Department into the politics 
of the recall issue. Chief Stewart 
stated, that the Police Department 
has taken special care not to 
become embroiled in the political 
controversy surrounding this 
matter, "The Police Department 
must maintain a neutral position on 
such issues; and, anyone on either 
side of the issue who attempts to 
use the Police Department for 
political gain does a tremendous 
disservice to the entire commu- 
nity," said Stewart. 

Chief Stewart stated, that the Sun 
article is misleading to the public 
and incorrectly reported. He said 
that the first sentence in the article 
which states, "At last night's School 
Committee meeting, Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart refuted allegations 
that board members Linda Mc- 
Menimen and Shirley Callan 
revealed information about the 
hazing incidents to the press" is 
incorrect. Stewart did not refute 
allegations that board members 
Linda McMenimen and Shirley 
Callan revealed information about 
hazing incidents to the press. 
Stewart answered a_ specific 
question from Mrs. McMenimen, 

Mrs. McMenimen made a 
statement, "You have obviously 
seen the 10 incidents that were 
listed in Mr, Fleming's report thay 
we have to exclude when we 
released the rest of the report.” 
Mrs. McMenimen asked, "To your 
knowledge, did any School 
Committee member make specific 
reference to any of those incidents 
to the press?" Chief Stewart 
answered, "To my knowledge,no 
School Committee member made 
specific reference to those 
incidents." 

The following comments were 
attributed to Mrs. McMenimen in 
the Lowell Sun., Saturday, Septem- 
ber 26, 1992. "School Committee 
member Linda McMenimen said 
last night that the alleged hazing 
was in the order of sexual 
fondling, degradation and humilia- 
tion. The Boston Globe, on that 
same date reported the exact quote 
to an anonymous source. These 
comments are not contained in Mr. 
Fleming's report. 

Mrs. Callan was quoted in the 
Lowell Sun, Tuesday, September 
29, 1992, when asked to confirm 
television reports that some of the 
students were urinated on Callan

said, "I won't deny that." 

"There was no incident in Mr, 
Fleming's report of a student being 
urinated on," said Stewart. “In fact, 
Thad advised Mrs, Callan that such 
an allegation was not true at the 
briefing meeting held on Septem- 
ber 25th." 

Stewart's answer to Mrs, 
McMenimen's specific question was 
"No;" however that answer does 
not "refute allegations that board 
members Linda McMenimen and 
Shirley Callan revealed 
information about hazing incidents 
to the press," 

“The decision as to whether the 
comments of Mrs. McMenimen and 
Mrs. Callan were irresponsible, 
unethical or a violation of 
confidentiality should be decided 
by the voters of the town of 
Wilmington and should not be 
influenced by the chief's answer to 
a narrowly-worded, specific ques- 
tion,” said Stewart. 

Stewart indicated that the quote in 
the article which read, “he 
(Stewart) confirmed that comments 
that appeared in the Boston Herald 
detailing three incidents of alleged 
sexual assault were not made by 
McMenimen or Callan, but by a 
parent of one of the football 
players involved," was misleading 
and in need of further clarification, 
Stewart said that he did not 
confirm the accuracy of the article 
because to do so, would violate the 
ruling of the. Supervisor of 
Records, and quite possibly M.G.L. 
Ch, 41, Section 97d. "Frankly, I 
was surprised that in light of the 
ruling from the Supervisor of 
Records, that Mrs. McMenimen 
would reference any newspaper 
article that could potentially 
disclose details from a report that 
had been deemed confidential," 
said Stewart. 

Chief Stewart also labeled the 
Boston Globe article of Friday, 
December 18, 1992, as misleading 
and inaccurate. "The article would 
lead a reader to believe that there 
had been incidents of "rape" and 
"attempted rape" at the football 
camp," said Stewart. "Without 
question, there were no incidents 
of rape or attempted rape at the 
camp." Stewart said that the Rape 
Shield Law, Ch. 41, Section 97D, 
which was used as the basis for 
exemption from public disclosure 
information contained in Mr. 
Fleming's report; not ohly protects 
investigative reports regarding 
tape, but also incidents of sexual 
assault. He said that indecent assault 
and battery is considered a sexual 
assault. 

Chief Stewart said that, the 
primary purpose of his meeting 
with the School Committee on 
December 16th was to express his 
strong opposition to the release of 
the hazing report authored by 
Principal Paul T. Fleming. "It has 
always been my resolve to protect 


the victims' rights of privacy," said 
Stewart. He indicated that on 
December 11, 1992 School Com- 
mittee Chairman Robert Peterson 


informed him that a majority of 
the School Committee would not 
contest any decision from the 
Secretary of States's Office to 
release Fleming's entire report. 
Stewart wrote to James Igoe, 
Supervisor of Public Records in 
the Secretary of State's Office on 
that same date expressing his 
objection to the report's release. 
Igoe concluded that a significant 
portion of the report was "..exempt 
from disclosure pursuant to the 
Statutory exception," as argued by 
Stewart in his December 11 letter. 

Stewart's letter to Igoe acknow- 
ledged that "the public has a right 
to know about problems in the 
community and how the police, 
school, and other departments are 
handling them, However the public 
interest served by disctosure will 
not be significantly diminished by 
the failure to release the intimate 
details of the acts perpetrated upon 
the victims, The privacy invasion 
which would be suffered by the 
juvenile victims far outweighs the 
public interest served by such 
disclosure." 

"There has been too much mis- 
‘information disseminated on this 
incident and the Police Depart- 
ment's response to this incident," 
said Stewart. He cited, as the latest 
example School Committee mem- 
ber Peggy Kane's assertion at the 
December 16th School Committee 
meeting that no member of the 
School Committee had any know- 
ledge of individually named 
students involved in the hazing 
incident. Stewart said that Mrs. 
Callan reviewed police investiga- 
tion reports which contained names 
of victims and perpetrators at the 
briefing meeting which she 
attended on September 25th. He 
also stated that based upon 
statements made by other members 
of the School Committee aswell as 
information provided to him by 
parents it was clear to him that 
"School Committee members are 
aware of specific student involve- 
ment in the hazing incident.” 

Stewart said that he regretted 
having to issue a clarification, 
however he was left with ‘no 
choice. "The position of the Police 
Department cannot and must not be 
politically manipulated," said 
Stewart. Stewart noted that he has 
already had to respond to 
allegations of cover-up as well as 
to definitely establish that the 
Police Department did not invite 
School Committee members to 
participate in a School Department 
briefing session conducted by the 
Police on September 25, 1992.

Fleming seeks help 
for hazing victims

In a hazing report released to the 
Town Crier Friday, high school 
Principal Paul Fleming recom- 

.,mended "serious counseling” for the 
one to three students who played a 
key role in “criminally culpable" 
activities at the school football camp 

in Freedom, New Hampshire. In 
addition, he recortimended profes- 
sional help for the boys who were 

victimized and noted that "the vast 
majority of the. upperclassmen at 

Camp Wakuta, in one way or 
another violated the Massachusetts 
hazing law.” 

The confidential reports of both 
Fleming and Supt. William Fay 
were released last week under the 
Freedom of Information law. The 
10 most serious incidents which 
occured, however, were deleted 
from the report by the Supervisor 
of Public Records to protect the 

| privacy of the individuals involved. 

Those incidents were referred to as 

“indecent assault and other forms of 

assault" in Fleming's report. 

In his six page report to the 
superintendent and the Wilmington 
School Committee, Fleming offered 
a chronology of events since 
learning of the hazing from the 
police as well as his findings after 
interviewing approximately 20 
- students. Those findings include the 
following: 

* That the “less serious" incidents 
are "characteristic of what secms 
_ like a reported several year trend at 
“our football camp that, if not 

eliminated, may...result in someone 
eventually losing his life or at least 
“being seriously injured,” 

+ A majotity of upperclassmen at 
camp “committed hazing because 
they did not report what was 
happening to their coach." 

+ The victims and possibly some 
observors "were clearly frightened 
, into submission or what properly 
could be termed in our opinion a 
kind of valueless sexuality oriented 
slavery by the experience that was 
Camp Wakuta." 

+ That "someone without an 
agenda and political debts has to 
honestly support the wounded and 


not overlook the wrong they have 
experienced,” 

In his report, Fleming refers to 
four less serious incidents that 
occured at camp. These incidents 
were not deleted by the state. They 
include: 

+ A successful attempt to give one 
underclassman a haircut against his 
will. 

* Two boys striking each other 
with a piece of rope on the chest and 
back. 

+ Forcing one student to "crawl on 
his knees in front of others, stick his 
nose in a.dirt pile to locate a dime 
then somehow transfer the dime in 
his teeth for the pleasure of the 
onlookers." 

+ One older boy flicking a belt ata 
younger boy, which led to a welt on 


his stomach, 

Toward the end of his report, the 
principal asks the reader "to reflect 
on the known fact that those 
assaulted as youth very, very often 
assault as adults." He also asks that 
the reader, "reflect additionally on 
the horror these young men (the 
victims) must feel as they relive 
those moments in the quiet personal 
time everyone experiences every 
day.” 

Fleming notes that the camp was 
organized by Head Football Coach 
Ed Harrison under the supervision 
of Athletic Director Jim Gillis. 

"Mr. Gillis answers directly to the 
Superintendent of Schools. As such, 
I had no input in determining the 
daily operating process of the 
camp," Fleming wrote. 

Fay had been directed by the 
school board, to look into super- 
vision at the summer camp. In his 
report, Fay -concluded while. the 
coaches supervising the camp "had 
absolutely no knowledge or suspi- 
cion that anything was amiss" and 
the "level of preparation (for camp) 
was acceptable," it was clear that in 
scheduling three 15 minute to half 
hour breaks each day the coaches 
"miscalculated." Fay wrote, too, 
that "the coaches also trusted the 
co-captains and seniors to police any 
minor problems that might arise 
during this period of time.” 


Gillis responds to 
chief's statement

: Kathi Gillis, one of the leaders of 
‘the drive to recall Linda Mc- 
‘Menimen and Dr. Shirley Callan 
‘from office, reacted strongly to a 
‘statement made last week by Police 
‘Chief Bobby Stewart. Stewart said, 
ito his knowledge, no school 
‘committee member revealed any- 
‘thing about the more serious 
‘hazing incidents which occured at 
Camp Wakuta to the media. 

Kathi told this paper, "I'm 
extremely upset. That (statement) 
has absolutely nothing to do with 
the recall, Nothing has changed. 
Linda mentioned sexual fondling to 
the press, To me that's very speci- 


fic. Shirley mentioned students 
urinating on other students. That's 
a very serious allegation,” 

Kathi said the fact remains that 
1300 people signed and still back 
the petition to recall both 
committeemen and both Callan and 
McMenimen ignored the chain of 
command" and were "severely 
criticized" by their chairman Bob 
Peterson for doing so. 

In a nutshell, she added, no one 
on the committee should have 
talked to the press, at least until 
they were in possession of all the 
facts. She charged both Cailan and 
McMenimen should have acted 
“more responsibly.”

Callan files suit 
against town

Dr. Shirley Callan has filed a 
suit against the Town Clerk, the 
Board of Registrars, and the Board 
of Selectmen. According to 
Callan's attorney David Klebanoff, 
his client is seeking an injunction to 
block the February 2 recall 
election, which, if successful, could 
see Mrs, Callan removed from the 
Wilmington School Committee. 

Callan told this paper she decided 
to go to court because she was 
unhappy with the action and 
decision of the Board of Registrars 
at its recent hearing. The registrars 
and Town Counsel Alan Altman 
heard evidence that Callan's recall 
petition, among other things, alle- 
gedly contained fraudalent names. 
The board decided to strike only 
one name from Callan's petition, a 
move which allowed the election to 
move forward as scheduled. 

Callan said she decided to go to 
court on the advice of her lawyer. 

"I just would like an impartial 
decision. I have some question, too, 
about the partiality of Town 
Counsel,” she said. Callan was one 
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of the committeemen who was 
against Altman continuing as 
school board attorney. 

Klebanoff told this paper he has 
already filed the motions for the 
case and expects to have “a rea- 
sonable chance of success." He 
explained he will use essentially the 
same arguments he used at Callan's 
hearing before the registrars. It 
will be up to the judge, he added, 
to decide whether to hold a hearing 
or take the case under advisement. 
If a hearing is scheduled, Kleba- 
noff expects to bring in a 
handwriting expert to back up 
Callan's claims that there were 
fradalent signatures where one 
person signed for another. The 
town could bring in evidence or 
file an appeal if the case goes 
against Wilmington, said the 
lawyer. 

"We're hopeful the court will 
agree with the legal arguments," 
said Klebanoff. 

The court date was originally set 
for this past Monday. It has been 
moved up to January 4 at 10 a.m.

Despite pleas by Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart and Wilmington 
High Principal Paul Fleming, the 
school committee voted unani- 
mously on Wednesday to release 
two hazing reports stamped 
confidential. The reports were 
prepared by Fleming and Supt. 
William Fay and were ordered 
released by James Igoe, Supervisor 
of Public Records, under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

Both Stewart and Fleming made 
impassioned requests to keep the 
reports confidential and to appeal 
the order from the state, When 
asked by Linda McMenimen if any 
member of the committee had 
released to the media any 
information about the more serious 
specific incidents, Stewart replied 
no, not to his knowledge. Both Mc- 
Menimen and Dr. Shirley Callan 
now face a recall election, initiated 
by a group charging they allegedly 
spoke “inappropriately” to the 
press for political gain. They have 
steadfastly denied that charge. 

Chairman Bob Peterson told his 
board last week members had been 
given 10 days to release the repayt. 
However, because of a letter from 
Chief Stewart, Igoe agreed to 
exempt 10 of the more serious 
incidents from his order because 
Massachusetts General Law re- 
quires "all reports of rape and 
sexual assault" and all conver- 
sations between police and victims 
to be kept confidential. Chief 
Stewart referred, to the, incidents as 
"intimate personal acts committed 
against the victims." 

In his December 11 letter to Igoe, 
Stewart wrote "the confidentiality 
of these conversations must be 
assured, not only in the police 
reports, but also in any reports 
which result from those police 
reports." Chief Stewart also argued 
the following: 

+ Disclosure would violate a 
commitment made by police to 
victims and their parents and 
compromise future investigations. 

+ The release of confidential 
information would "severely 
impact" future relations between 
the police and school departments. 

* The resultant invasion of 
privacy for the victims “far 
outweighs" the public's right to 
know. 

During the meeting, Stewart 
explained that the Statute of 
Limitations will not expire on the 
“criminal (hazing) offenses" for six 
years and, in that time, the victims’ 
parents could still take the issue to 
court. If the release of the reports 
further harms the victims, said 
Stewart, both the police and school 
departments could face "serious 
civil liabilities." 

Stewart said only those with "a 
need to know" were invited to the 
original police briefing and kept 
informed about the investigation. 
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Stewart said he asked Fay not to 
include the committee chairman 
because "protocol is department 
head to department head." Callan, 
who was urged to attend the 
briefing by one or two of her 
fellow committeemen, was also not 
originally asked to attend, said 
Stewart, 

Stewart added, however, that 
Town Manager Michael Caira saw 
his report since Caira was his boss 
and he was obligated to keep the 
manager informed. Some school 
board members pointed out later, 
though they were Fay's "boss," the 
board was not even informed 
there was an_ investigation 
underway. 

Fleming spoke out in support of 
the Chief's request. He told the 
committee "the entire school has 
suffered (and) it pains me that our 
youngsters can't wear their jackets 
out of town.” He urged the board 
to put an end to the hazing issue 
and concentrate on educational 
needs. 

The whole committee was in ac- 
cord with releasing the documents. 

"It's about time we face up to it 
(the hazing) and deal with it,” said 
Paul Palizzolo. 

Brad Jackson echoed his words. 
"This is something we all have to 
face. It happened . . . | wish, more 
than anything, those 10 things did 
not happen," he said. 

Peg Kane pointed out the 
committee had no grounds for an 
appeal. 

Peterson added the part of 
Fleming's report to be released 
"contains nothing of any 
substance.” 

When Callan was asked after the 
meeting if she felt vindicated by 
Chief Stewart's statement, she 
replied, "I don't know." 

McMenimen said later, "When I 
asked Chief Stewart if he was 
aware that school committee 
members revealed information, I 
knew in my heart the answer 
would be no."

So, in a sincere effort to justify the low esteem with which 
the public rightfully views her profession, Judge Ebenezer 
Scrooge has sent Fudgy packing for an all expenses paid 
holiday at the Billerica House of Correction. Fudgy's cruise 
director for two months will be Sheriff John McGonigle 
who provides three squares a day but no cable. 

Schott made the headlines about the same time Fudgy did 
for allegedly calling Dave Parker and Erik Davis her 
“million dollar Niggers." Fudgy's Schott-like comment was 
refusing to admit a Black man to a local veterans’ club while 
algo verbally attacking the unsuspecting victim. 

1 I defending Fudgy? Nope ... absolutely ndf Insteati, 
I'm wondering what big Bill Clinton can do in four or eight 
years to bring some semblance of equity to how we judge 
our peers. 

If you're a sports fan — and even if you're not — you 
know who Marge Schott is. She's a modem-day subscriber 
to Elkin's Thesis, which in slavery days was conveniently 
used by plantation owners as.a defense for their brand of 
employment. Elkin's theorized that Blacks were naturally 
inferior to whites. 

Digesting Schott's pronouncements is hardly like pablum. 
She's the verbal version of a Sherman tank —you know 
when she hits you. In another life Marge was a slave holder, 
No kidding, It's clear to me that she considers Blacks, Jews, 
Hispanics, Orientals and anything else that isn't quite white, 
Protestant, preppie and wealthy to be her social inferior, 

Schott's recent pronouncement on her team: members 
might have been deja vu. Sort of'like the good old days in 


‘-pre-Civil’War Atlanta, huh’ Marge? 


Prejudice is as rampant in Marge Schott's profession as 
inequity is in the judicial system. When the Dodgers General 
Manager Al Campanis made an offhanded racial remark he 
was fired. Marge is a team owner, so she stays. 

Why is Fudgy going to jail while Schott sits on her 
millions? Same reason as why Campanis is gone. Because 
Schott has millions to sit on in the first place. 

Born to be a purveyor. of bumper stickers, Fudgy's trade 
mark is that old, rusty pickup clunker which is a rolling 
history of local elections. Parker himself was a candidate 
from time to time and his less than respectable showings 


* may have nonetheless impacted the outcomes. 


Fudgy is, shall we say, less situated than Marge Schott. I 
know he doesn't own a baseball team and he has a lot less 
gold, francincencse and Myre than the baseball matriarch. 
That's why Fudgy has a better excuse if there is one for 
racial epithets. Life's been a lot less than gracious to Fudgy 
and I can at least imagine his anger. 

I think Fudgy Parker deserved some sort of judicial 
spanking. But 60 days in the can is a joke when we all know 
that anyone with bucks brought before the judge would have 
gotten off with a wrist slap. 

Point to be made is this, Parker in jail will be about as 
productive as Parker in politics. Instead, six months 
community service with inner city minority youth may have 
taught Fudgy the good will to all men that the service forgot 
to teach him.

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months later, wear their 
Wilmington jackets out of town for 
fear of being harassed, spit on or 
subjected to possible physical harm. 

Exonerated by Chief Stewart? 
Vindicated from the charges in the 
recall? Absolutely, positively not! 
Not in a million years, The basis for 
the recall is asintact this very 
minute as it was on Oct, 13 when 
their resignations were demanded. 
And contrary to Linda McMeni- 
men's comment to student.council 
member Janelle Holloway at the 
12/16, meeting that Janelle should 
be blaming the recall group for 
causing the "gloom" in the high 
school over this whole issue, thaf 
goes along way to pointing out the 
total lack of conscience, and 
therefore blame, on the part of 
Callan and McMenimen, 

No, Janelle, it's not the recall 
group that's keeping this going! It's 
the self-serving, politically 
motivated actions of Shirley Callan 
and Linda McMenimen that brought 
this recall to life, and it's their 
refusal to let the townspeople speak 
out at a Feb. 2 election that keeps it 
going.

Seeking a little extra money these 
days? The Wilnington School Sys- 
tem is in need of substitute teachers 
who would be on call for teachers 
who call in sick or-for personal 
reasons, 

According to Interim Supt. Peter 
DeRoeve, the substitute pool is 
down to only 10 to 15 available 
subs. The absentee rate of teachers 
is up due to sickness and deaths in 
the family, said DeRoeve.

The deputy tax collector of 
Reading did not think it was 
funny.

AG will not take legal 
action against VFW 


Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger announced that his 
Civil Rights Division has entered 
into a legally enforceable agreement 
with the Wilmington Post of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars of the 
United States. 

The settlement rises out of 
allegations that the Wilmington 
VFW discriminated against 
members of a local fishing club that 
had rented the VFW function hall 
in June, 1992, 

"I am pleased with the 
agreement," said Attorney General 
Harshbarger. "The Wilmington 
VFW has demonstrated its 
willingness and desire to ensure that 
fair and equal treatment is given to 
all persons who use or rent its 
facilities,” 

According to the settlement, the 
Wilmington VFW allegedly refused 
to allow the use of its services to a

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local fishing club, the West Side 
Sports Center Bass Club, on account 
of the race of one of the members of 
the bass club, and terminated the 
contract between the bass club and 
the VFW. The Wilmington VFW 
denies these allegations. 

According to the terms of the 
settlement, the Wilmington VFW 
had agreed to: 

1. Not discriminate in the 
provision of services, in the making 
of contracts, or in the treatment of 
any person on account of race, 
color, national origin, sex, sexual 
orientation, religion or creed; 

2. Prominently display notices 
throughout the facility stating the 
nondiscrimination policy of the 
Wilmington VFW; 

3. Ensure that the former 
commander of the Wilmington 
VFW does not interact with 


members of the public whenever the 
Wilmington VFW rents its services 
to the public. 

4, Investigate complaint of 
discrimination or other bias-related 
conduct by members of thesem 
Wilmington VFW, and to promptly 
notify the Attorney General of any} 
such complaints and the outcome of __ 
any such investigations, 

5. Issue a public apology to the 
Wild Side Sports Center Bass Club, 
and affirmatively request that it 
continue renting its services;

New rates voted 
for renting schools 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Effective January 1, non-profit 
and youth groups as well as for- 
profit organizations will be paying 
new rates for the use of school 
facilities. The only school which 
non-profit groups may still use 
free of charge is the Shawsheen 
Elementary School. 

According to Public Buildings 
Supt. Roger Lessard, who worked 
on the rates with Athletic Director 
Jim Gillis, there will be about a 
five to 15 dollar difference from 
rates in the past. In a letter to 
Interim School Supt. Peter 
DeRoeve, Gillis said the reason for 
the change is that "non-profit 
groups were not paying the cost of 
custodial fees and other groups 
were being priced out of the gym." 

The school committee voted on 
the original fee structure in the 
spring. On Wednesday, Gillis told 
the board “it's not working to our 
satisfaction." He suggested the 
board revise that schedule to be 
more equitable to all organizations. 
The board voted unanimously to 
make the change. 

Lessard told this paper non-profit 
and youth groups will now pay just 
the custodial rate and for-profit 
organizations will pay a flat fee 
covering the custodian rate plus use 
of the school, The money will go 
into a pool to pay for such things 
as maintenance supplies, nets, 
balls, and gym materials. 


In the past, said Lessard, those. 
who used the buildings would 
always pay the custodian that night., 

"The town was not getting any, 
benefit of it. The only person 
benefiting was the custodian, A lot 
of your school departments do this 
(now) and utilize the extra money 
to do repair work," said Lessard. 

Both men explained the school 
board can waive the whole fee of? 
part of the fee, Lessard added that, 
in the long run, for-profit groups 
will see a savings. 22

Rates for cafeterias, classrooms,4 
and athletic fields range from $254 
an hour for school fields on 
Monday through Saturday to $1307

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Wilmington Center was once 
known as Hudson's Corner

The recent fire which leveled the 
old Church Street Hardware 
building in Wilmington Center was 
not the first fire on that comer. The 
store had been built by Schamiel 
McIntosh after a devastating fire 
leveled his blacksmith shop in the 
very carly 1900's. 

Schamiel owned all the buildings 
between the Gilbert home and Main 
Street, four or five in number, one 
of which was a paint shop, in back. 
All burned down. 

On the other side of Church Street 
was a.store owned by a man named 
Charlie Hudson. That too, even- 
tually burned down. It was known 
as Hudson's Corner before the fire, 
and the name still held on, after the 
fire, 

Charlie Hudson had a comfortable 
store, sociable. There was a pot 
bellied stove. There were half a 
dozen stools, rotating stools, on 
which one could sit and have an ice 
cream cone or a soda. All kinds of 
items were for sale, clothing, thread 
and needles, and many items such as 
can be purchased in a drug store. 

Tt was ups , in that building 
where the first meetings were held 
of what became the Methodist 
Church in Wilmington. 

Charlie lived in a big house 
further down Church Street, across 
from the common. Today it is 
known as the Roman House, and 
serves as the offices of the 
Wilmington School Dept. 

It was a fine large home, with 10 
or 12 acres of lawn. Nearby was a 
combination carriage house and 
barn for his horses. The barn floor 
was of nicely smoothed maple. 
Upstairs was also of smoothed 
maple, where also was the hayloft. 

It was some time about World 
War I that Charlie Hudson died, in 
the home in which he had lived 
about a quarter of a century. 

Charlie served for a number of 
years on the Common Committee. 
James E. (Jim) Kelley served on that 
committee too. He was the next door 
neighbor, living where the Baptist 
Church is today. 

The high school baseball team was 
probably the reason Charlie was on 
the Common Committce. Home 
plate, in those days, was "under" the 
town flagpole, which was located 
near the "point" of the common, 
facing south. 


It is on record that one high school 
player hit a home run by reason of 
the ball going through a window of 
the Hudson home, that window 
having been on the north side, left as 
one faces the house. 

Charlie tried to relocate the 


his (death his home was purchased by 
Frank Roman. Frank was a 
wholesale produce dealer in Boston. 
He had contracts for supplying the 
Navy Yard, the State Prison, and 
other governmental institutions. 

Frank laid out rows of apple trees 
where the high school is today, and 
where the football field is he had a 
produce garden. The rows of corn 
were exactly planted, in geometrical 
rows, From any viewpoint the 
gardens and the corn was a picture 
of mathematical beauty. 

The barn, with its smooth floors 
became a place to entertain friends. 
Navy officers and high ranking state 
officials were welcomed there, and 
for good reason. 

Frank always had a glass of wine, 
before getting down to business. He 
had what seems to be a unique way 
of serving. 

His wine was always served in clay 
flower pots, with the drain hole in 
the bottom stoppered by a piece of 
cork stopper. He claimed that wine 
tasted best when served in unglazed 
clay. 

In 1919 Frank had a pool 
constructed, down in back near the 
brook. It was in a nice site, shady. 
He spent quite a bit of moncy for 
that pool. His home was a show 
place for the Town of Wilmington. 

Frank also offered to rebuild the 
common, He would put in a water 
fountain, shrubs and trecs, and 
make it into a park for the town. He 
would pay all-the bills. There was 
only one stipulation, 

No baseball - not in front of his 
home. 

What is now the Swain School was 
then the high school, and the only 
place for the boys to play baseball 
was in front of the house where 
Frank lived, The Town Meeting 
turned him down. 

During World War II, the town 
meeting purchased the Roman 
property, and today the high school 
is on the site. 

Meanwhile business was good to 


Schamiel, He had built his big 
hardware store across from 
Hudson's Comer. Every Sunday he 
would hop into his touring car with 
a long bamboo fishing pole. 

Schamiel would drive down’ to 
Cape Cod, to some of the fresh 
water ponds. Pickerel fishing was 
his Sunday sport. This included 

"Skip" fishing. 

Skip fishing is special. Pieces of 
fresh pork would be hooked to the 
fishing line, and they would be 
swung out, way out into the pond, 
Then Schamiel would "skip" the 
pork, and it would look like a frog, 
out for a swim. 

Pickerel just could not resist such 
a temptation. Schamiel would catch 
them and enjoy himself, 

Once, the way Schamiel told a 
story, the pickerel was six feet long. 
Schamicl succeeded in getting that 
fish ashore, but then he had to 
subdue it, 

It was a case of wrestling with his 
prey. Schamicl was six foot three in 
height, maybe a little longer than 
the fish, He succeeded, according to 
the story this little boy heard. 

But Schamicl never brought that 
pickerel to Wilmington. 

A pickerel which measured six 
feet long is (and was) unheard of in 
Massachusetts. Schamiel, quite 
probably was just having fun with 
the persons who came into his 
hardware store. 

Members of the McIntosh family 
were long lived people. Schamiel, 
who was born (this writer believes) 
in New Orleans, died in Wilmington 
Feb. 20, 1952. He was about 90 
years old, 

Mary Ann McIntosh died, it 
seems, in 1933, but not in 
Wilmington, so the date is difficult 
to prove, She would have been over 
90, 

In the 1920s, when this writer was 
a very young man his father would 
stop the Ford truck he was driving 
and visit with Mary Ann McIntosh, 
at her home on Main Street, but 
Larz never saw the lady. 

She was a lady of whom the people 
of Wilmington were proud. She is 
said to have brought her children 
from New Orleans to Wilmington 
after that city had been captured in 
the Civil War. She went up the river 
by steamboat) “and “across to 
Wilmington by train. 

And, the old story says, she had a 
pistol in the bosom of her dress, to 
protect her children and herself.

Health officials differ - 
on flooding problem 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Wilmington health officials 
differed Monday about «whether 
they had some jurisdiction over 
flooding problems to homes on 
Westdale Avenue. Neighbors there 
say flooding has increased since a 
new nursing home has been built 
on nearby West Street. They 
visited the board of health at a 
previous mecting to make them 
aware of the problem. 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
told the board Monday he spoke 
about the problem with Town 
Engineer Harold Gillam, In 
Gillam's opinion, the new nursing 
home was not the cause of the 
problem said Erickson, Four 
retention/detention ponds and catch 
basins were built for the project to 
handle any runoff and they were 
working fine, according to the 
engineer. The main cause of the 
flooding appeared to be a culvert 
that wasn't working properly and 
material in nearby wetlands, which 
was blocking water flow and 
causing the water to back up 
toward the neighbors’ backyards, 
said Erickson. 

Board member Milton Calder 


claimed the retention/detention 
ponds were only helping the 
nursing home and were not helping 
the neighbors’ situation, Chairman 
Jim Ficociello noted that the water 
was not being absorbed and 
expressed concern over the 
neighbors’ septic systems. 

"These are systems existing 
marginally. Let's take a walk there 
and see what the hell is going on," 
he said, 

Erickson argued that the flooding 
problem was "none of our 
business." He said because of the 
proximity to wetlands, the septic 
systems were always under water. 

"Those septic systems are under 
water. (They) always have beén, 
always will be,” he said, Erickson 
added that the only option the 
board has is to ask the homeowners 
to fix their systems once they fail. 

Ficociello maintained if the 
systems are in jeopardy the board 
has every right to look into the 
situation, Calder agreed. 

"We don't have any authority to 
intervene,” said Erickson. 

"We should try," countered 
Ficociello.

Outdoors column : 
Plenty of swing time 
activities for hunters 


by Bill Conlon 

Now that deer season is done, we 
plaid-shirted sorts have nothing to 
do but guzzle egg nog and wait for 
thé ice to firm up. Right? 

Wrong. There is plenty to do in 
the swing time, between the end of 
autumn and the onset of winter, 

Hunting continues for most small- 
game species,into the new year, and 
now the w fre nearly devoid of 
hunters, You'll have the fields and 
forests all to yourself. 

Hunting in winter requires a little 
more planning than a fall jaunt, but 
nothing extensive, 

Clothing should have sufficient 
layers to keep you warm at rest, but 
not so heavy that you'll roast while 
hiking. If you intend to stay on the 
move all day, you can dress lighter 
than you may expect. But if you're 
going to stop, whether by choice or 
by accident, watch your body temp. 

Hiking in heavy snow is strenuous 
work, plus heavy clothing, adds up 
to a physical strain, Light fluff is a 
real joy, but crotch-deep snow isn't 
much fun to walk through, 

Still, winter hunting is a relaxing 
pursuit. The solitude, the quiet, the 
bluest of skics over the snow, the 
wildlife all around .., wonderful, 

(Yes, I'm a winter type. My wife 
gave up asking me what it's like 
outside because my definition of a 
shirtsleeve day is anything above 
freezing, and genuine cold begins at 
zero.) 

With all the hunting seasons open 
when the year is young, you'll have 
plenty to keep you busy. 

By the numbers; 

Crow, until April 10 - (if you can 
find a good reason to hunt them) 

Partridge (Ruffed Grouse) until 
January 2, 1993, 

Snowshoe hare, until February 5, 
1993 in the eastern zone, and until 
Feb, 27 further west. 

Cottontails until February 27. 

Opossum and Raccoon, both until 
January 30 

Coyote and fox (talk about your 
challenging hunts!) both until Feb. 
27, 1993 

Bobcat, until March 8, 1993. The 
season for bobcat, incidently, just 
opened this week, on December 21, 
A state wildlife biologist told me 
‘that bobcats account for up to five 
percent of all fawn mortality in the 
Bay State, so we certainly do have 
bobcats in Massachusetts. 

and Gray Squizzel, 'til January 2. 

That list, incidently, is all upland 
game, and doesn't include water- 
fowl. 

Hunting after the deer chasers are 
gone is a calming pursuit. There is 
little noise in the woods except for 
the crunch of snow underfoot, and 
the wildlife is more active than they 
usually are, probably since they're 
in full-time pursuit of food, A layer 
of fresh snow makes tracking more 
efficient, and you can always tell if 
there are any game animals nearby 
just by looking for their footprints. 


Of course, in towns that no longer 
allow discharge of firearms, there's 
always bowhunting, Taking small 
game with an arrow is challenging, 
to say the least. 

Coyote, fox and bobcat can all be 
called in, using a "wounded rabbit" 
call or something similar. Hunting 
for these native predators requires 
full camoflage, careful control of 
scents and full attention to wind and 
cover. Just calling in a coyote is an 
accomplishment, since coyotes are 
smart, cautious, and smarter still. 

Good luck finding gray squirrels 
in the woods. I've got at up to eight 
of the chubby nutmeisters running 
around my yard at any given time, 
offering great sport to the family 
cats, but rarely can I find a squirrel 
in the woods, Suburban squizzels 
are so accustomed to humans, and 
so terribly well fed, that they feel 
no need to "go native" anymore. 

~~ Bunnies standout against a white 
background, as do most of the small 
game animals, but the big snowshoe 
\ hares turn white for winter. 

So enjoy the extended hunt. You 

need-a license for 1993 to hunt after 


January 1, but that isn't a problem. 
What better value than a full-year’s 
use of a hunting and fishing license, 
with the first use of the tag on the 
first day of the year!

While hunting in central Mass. in 
the waning days of the shotgun deer 
season, my partners and I heard an 
ugly tale. Another hunter came out 
of the woods and met us in the dirt 
parking lot (off Route 32 outside 
Barre, Mass.), and told us, "Good 
thing you boys weren't here Satur- 
day.” We asked, and he said “Group 
of anti-hunters came through here 
Saturday and slashed every tire in 
the parking lot." Wow. All of the 
victims were obviously away at the 
time, or the headlines would have 
shouted the end result in bold type. 

There is a law making it illegal to 
interfere with a lawful hunter, but 
finding a cop in the woods is nearly 
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as tricky as finding four spare tires. 
The day may come when a truck- 
load of guys heads into the woods to 
hunt, with one left behind to watch 
the parking lot, Armed, naturally. 
Anti-hunters, be forewarned,

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Erickson comments on proposed septic regs 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

The state Department of Environ- 
rental Protection, Division of 
Water Control has received 
comments from Greg Erickson, 
Wilmington Director of Public 
Health concerning the latest 
Proposed technical revisions to Title 
5 septic system regulations. 

Title 5 is a compilation of the state 
regulations intended to provide a 
reasonable amount of envi- 
ronmental protection. Erickson, 
who is the president of the 
Massachusetts Health Officers 
Association addresses the areas of 
enforcement, implementation and 
administration of Title 5, at the 
local level, and the concerns of 
those who implement the rules. 

Erickson remarks that the free 
market system, in Massachusetts is 
already providing for the 
inspections and repairs of septic 
systen-s through the process of real 
estate transfers. In almost all cases, 
he says, banks are requiring that 
home inspections include septic 
system inspections. 

The resultant effect is that 
cesspools and other failing systems 
are located and replaced. This is 
done at the insistance of the banks 
and entirely without creating ani- 
mosity with the local board of

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health, and the local board is usually 
requested to become involved. 

The only change needed, Erick- 
son says, is to ensure that the 
mechanism continues to be 
implemented, and that Title 5 make 
clear that the “grandfathering" is 
not allowed for failing systems and 
all cesspools. 

The "maintenance" portion of the 
section can be accomplished by 
public education, and informational 
programs, press releases, etc. he 
says. 

It is not clear, Erickson says, what 
the total effect will be on "nitrate 
loading" in septic systems. 

It is important that the method of 
calculation be clearly outlined in the 
Code, so that designers and the 
Boards of Health can fully 
understand how to calculate the 
“nitrate loading." 

What will be the fate of existing 
lots of less than one acre? What will 
happen to lots that exist in areas that 
were zoned and built up in half-acre 
zones? Will land- owners be "stuck" 
with legally zoned lots that are no 
longer buildable? 

Itis easy to see, Erickson says, that 
this regulation, if not implemented 
fairly, will result in the creation of 
“nitrate land locked" lots. 

Erickson suggests that the nitrate 
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loading requirements be applied 
only to new subdivisions of land. 

Boards of health have subdivision 
review powers, he points out, The 
boards can work with the applicants 
to insure that the nitrate loading 
requirement is satisficd long before 
the lots are subdivided and sold. 


Local zoning often provides for 
lots under one acre in size and 
allows for houses with less than four 
bedrooms, with a deed restriction to 
prevent future additions of 
bedrooms. 

In this way, he says, the 
environmental standard of 440 gal. / 
acre day can be achieved without 
unfairly penalizing towns that wish 
to have denser zoning than one 
house per acre. 

100 foot setback 
to wetlands 

Erickson says that the proposed 
change in Title 5 would have the 
least effect on the environment at 
the highest cost. 

He points out that in the Town of 
Wilmington, of 118 active SDS 
permits 38 (32 percent) would not 
meet the 100 foot setback. He has 
similar reports from Robert E. 
Anderson, Inc., which show losses 
of land use over 50 percent. 

The definition of a wetland in 
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Title 5, Erickson says, should be 
changed to be the same as the 
definition of a wetland in the 
Wetlands Protection Act. This will, 
he says, effectively provide a 
greater setback than the present 
definition, and will end any 
confusion between the existing 
definitions, 
“Tight tank policy" 

The DEP's existing “tight tank 
policy” as it now exists, is illegal 
according to Erickson. This has 
been pointed out during the course 
of the “technical review," but the 
recommendation for change has 
been unchanged to this point. 

Tight tanks are deemed to be a 
very undesireable alternative to a 
SDS says Erickson. They should 
never be allowed for new 
construction and, in cases of repairs 
they should be used as a method of 
last resort, and only when all other 
rational means of disposal have been 
researched and exhausted. 

When the only recourse left is to 
use a tight tank, then the design may 
be done by a professional engineer 
or a registered sanitarian, as 
provided in the enabling statutes, 
when it involves a sewage disposal 
system of less than 2000 gallons per 
day of domestic sewage. 

In several instances the arguments 
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of Mr. Erickson seem to be 
confusing to the layman, But he 
ends up with an argument that the 
local Board of Health should have 


med 
the responsibility of monitoring the! 
system and requiring the sna, 
pumping contract. 
The Board of Health, he says, 
"should have the review authority.”

S we worry about get- 
ting a last minute 
Christmas gift and 


maybe start to wonder about what 
is happening on New Year's Eve, 
in Stoneham, the peopie behind 
the Community Service Network 
are taking care of some homeless 
people and keeping others from 
having to join the ranks, 

The success of the program is 
not that one former client now 
owns his own business; or that 
two others have received bache- 
lor’s degrees; or that another has 
recently married and is buying a 
house. The success is measured 
by the fact that the former clients 
return to help new people get on 
their own feet, 

Community Service Network 
is the brainchild of Executive 
Director Sheila Herbeck who con- 
ceived the idea over nine years 
ago and got it started from her 
kitchen, where it was operated for 
four years. For the past six years 
the operation, including a shelter, 
has emanated from the former 
Spot Pond Motel. 

It now has a staff of 11 full and 
part-time people including 
Director of Shelters and Projects 
Grace McManus. 

The concept includes providing 
food, shelter, and necessary pro- 
grams for the needy people of the 
area, It also provides programs to 
help people get out of the shelter 
situation and into a more normal 
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lifestyle, as well as how to stay 
out of this situation completely. 

It has grown from serving the 
people of Stoneham to serving 
people from Burlington, Malden, 
Melrose, North Reading, Reading, 
Wilmington, Winchester, Woburn 
and other areas. The shelter serves 
30 people, the food pantry serves 
30 to 40 households, childrens' 
clothing is provided to four or five 
families a month and about 12 
referral calls are handled each 
month with follow-ups. 


Herbeck explained that when 
her husband became unemployed 
nine-years ago, due to a illness, 
she found herself providing for 
the two of them and their five 
children. 

“I went looking for help with 
health insurance. Every time I 
tried to find the answers to help, I 
found red tape,” Herbeck said. 

She realized that if it was as 
difficult for her, educated with 
degrees in teaching and social 
work, to get the proper informa- 
tion, then an advocacy program 
was needed to help other people. 

“T started to do the advocacy 
and it just blossomed into other 
things,” Herbeck recalled. “Each 
time there was a need we just 
started to fill it.” 

That process brought the advo- 
cacy program into a food bank 
where Herbeck and McManus, a 
former vice-president for an area 
food distributor, were brought 
together over the telephone. They 
both ‘-SouroR met after being 
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named to serve on Stoneham’s 
Fair Housing Committee. 

The network now includes: the 
food pantry; a clothing bank; a 
homeless shelter; a prevention 
program to keep people from 
becoming homeless; a home 
improvement program; and, a lead 
removal program. 

McManus notes that they have 
not yet been able to provide a 
General Education Diploma 
(GED) program for the shelter 
residents, but it is an aim for the 
future. 

McManus recalls that the 
group was talking about rent sub- 
sidies and Herbeck informed her 
about the number of homeless 
families in the area. 

By that time Herbeck had 


already talked the former owner _ 


of the Spot Pond Motel into pro- 
viding housing for homeless peo- 
ple and McManus was recruited 
to start assisting with the work. 

As a result of her work in 
advocacy for the needy, and with 
the food pantry, Herbeck found 
other needs to fulfill. Among 
these was a former Stoneham resi- 
dent who became homeless and 
was placed in one of the Route 
One, Saugus, motels. 

The person was having trouble 
coping with the situation and was 
not near any support services. 

Herbeck remembers there were 
no shelters in the area at the time. 
That is when the owners of Spot 
Pond. were prevailed upon to take 
the family in, The stipulation was 
that Herbeck would see to getting 
them the proper help. 

In 1986, a task force was 
formed by the state Department of 
Public Welfare to study the prob- 
lem of the lack of shelters and 
requests for proposals (RFP’s) 
were issued. 

Herbeck recalls that none of 
the RFP’s covered this area, “I 
took a risk and applied for the 
money.” 

The proposal she put forth was

quite different from any other in 
that;

The request was approved and 
in 1987, the first in the country 
shelter of its type was opened. A 
second group in New York City 
opened a similar operation in 
April of that year. 

The Spot Pond has been the 
pilot for a number of other 
hotel/shelter programs since then, 
including the program started by 
the Housing Assistance 
Corporation of Cape Cod 
(HACCC).

will go,” McManus said, 

She also tries to get the client 
families to think of the future, 
even beyond getting back into an 
apartment or home. 

McManus said “I ask them to 
think about what they want to be 
when they grow-up.” 

She also asks them to think of 
a plan to get off welfare and 
become self-sufficient. 

Herbeck said of the shelter, “It 
was an innovative concept for the 
time, Unfortunately shelters are a 
band-aid and that is why the pre- 
vention program evolved,” 

The prevention program con- 
sists of anything from mediating 
with a landlord to helping with 
some smaller bills while a mort- 
gage payment is made. 

Herbeck said, “Sometimes 
homelessness can’t be helped. 
Sometimes there are steps that can 
be taken.” 


She notes that landlords are 
willing to negotiate when they 
realize that the cost of eviction 
could be up to three times the cost 
of allowing a tenant to catch up 
on their arrears. 

The prevention program comes 
under the direct aegis of 
McManus who said it is for “peo- 
ple who are trying to stay ahead 
so they don’t hit the shelters.” 


She notes that the clients leav- 
ing the shelter and getting back 
into a normal housing situation 
can also take advantage of the 
prevention program. 


It is realized among many 
social service agencies that once 
people get an apartment, they 
need furniture. Several years ago

the North Shore Catholic 
Charities did a study showing that 
many people being returned to 
apartment living were back on the 
streets within months because 
they would spend rent money on 
simple furniture such as a kitchen 
table, 

McManus said that 
Community Service tries to sup- 
plement people with furniture and 
she noted that donations are wel- 
come. 

“The hottest commodities are 
bureaus and lamps,” McManus 
said. “Nobody gives those up.” 

McManus also runs the “Get 
the Lead Out” and the “Low 
Interest Rate Home Improvement 
Loan” programs sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency. The programs are admin- 
istered with the cooperation of the 
Stoneham Savings Bank. 


McManus explained that the 
deleading program is only for 
houses with lead paint problems. 
However the home improvement 
program can finance repairs on 
just about anything except replac- 
ing appliances or carpeting. 

Both programs are available to 
owners who occupy the building 
whether it is a single family or 
multi-family dwelling. 


The home improvement pro- 
gram is especially suited for peo- 
ple who may have just bought a 
house and need to bring it up to 
code, or for senior citizens who 
need repairs on their homes and 
do not want to leave them.

Mass. turkey harvest increases 


Preliminary results from the 
fall turkey season indicate a har- 
vest of 197 birds according to the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife. 


In the season which ran from 
November 9-14 in areas west of 
the Connecticut River, turkey 
hunters took 58 more birds than 
last fall, according to Hunting/ 
Fishing Information Specialist 
Dan McGuiness who conducted a 
telephone survey of check sta- 
tions. As usual, the fall harvest 
was comprised mostly of hens and 


juvenile birds which were scat- 
tered from flocks of turkeys and 
later called in by the hunters. As a 
resuit, nearly 200 hunters and 
their families will have the privi- 
loge of eating wild, native turkeys 
for the holidays.
